certainly our language will be poorer. When they no 
longer have the yardstick as a measurement, future 
generations will never know that it first measured the 
distance from the tip of Henry 1’s nose to the end of 
his thumb, And what will happen tothe four minute mile? 


But think of the emancipation in the schools, No more 
rods, poles or perches to be learned and forgotten, The 
meter, which is 39,37 inches, will become the basic 
measurement, A liter is the volume ofacube measuring 
one tenth of a meter on each side, while the gram is one 
thousandth of the weight of aliter ofwater, Each of these 
units can then be stepped up ordown merely by prefixing 
them with kilo « (1000 times), centi = (1/100) or milli - 
(1/1000), Thus, rather than saying aliter ofwater weighs 
1000 grams, we would say it weighs a kilogram, And a 
metrie ton becomes 1000 kilograms, which certainly 
speeds up calculations, You may have noticed that our 
hospitals have switched over already. Your next grand- 
child, Sam my boy, may weigh 4 kilograms and measure 
about 36 centimeters, But he’Il still look like other 
babies. 


Of course you would have to learn new board measure- 
ments too; that will be tough on you but it will be far 
easier on your grandchildren, And all the complex 
variations in the building industry will be much more 
manageable when we can start from a basic module and 
bring all related measurements on to a metric basis, 
In the meantime, we will see how the British manage 
their problems and we’ll be far, far better able to judge 
for ourselves.

GALILEE HAS SEEN CENTURIES OF VIOLENCE 


For nearly two years the Sea of Galilee -= the water 
the Prince of Peace walked on == has been free of the 
tides of violence that have swept it since Bible days, 

Arab guns and the Israeli troops that captured them 
in June 1967 look down from Syria's Golan Heights 
across a freshwater lake 13 miles long and ringed by 
lands as storied as any on earth, And sometimes as 
bloody. 

A day’s march west of Galilee, says the National 
Geographic Society, lies Armageddon itself, The Plainof 
Esdraelon on today’s maps, this gateway between Africa, 
Asia, and Europe saw so much fighting as armies churned 
through that it took on the name of the traditional last 
battle between good and evil. 

SOLACE TO SOLDIERS 

Galilee’s clear water has been a balm to the footsore 
Greeks of Alexander the Great and to the conquerors 
from Rome, Through the centuries it has bathed the 
wounds of Christian, Moslem, and Jew. 

Roman legions stationed in towns along the lake put 
out from shore to fight a Jewish navyin a critical battle, 

The Crusaders’ might in the Holy Land was broken 
within sight of Galilee’s blue water when the cavalry of 
Saladin, the Saracen chief, and an armorssizzling July 
sun combined victoriously in the year 1187, 

Jews fleeing the destruction of Jerusalem inthe second 
century sought refuge at Galilee, remaining to build 
Synagogues and establish a spiritual and intellectual 
center, 

Agriculture thrived, trees grew in groves, fishermen 
harvested the lake, Probably a million and a half people 
lived around the waters and along the Jordan River 
valley, 

But the land itself suffered new ravages, Nomad far- 
mers and their omnivorous goats stripped the land of 
much of the greenery that had made it a garden spot. 
Earthquakes, drought, and soil-washing storms took 
their toll, 

WASTELAND BECOMES GARDEN 

For centuries the area around the Sea of Galilee was 
virtually a wasteland, In recent years, however, draining, 
irrigation, and fertilization have turned lakeside land 
again into fertile gardens, Vegetables, melons, flowers, 
and other crops flourish, 

A temporary setback occurred in January 1969 when 
much farm land and commercial fish ponds were flooded, 
Heavy rains briefly raised the lake water to a record 
681 feet below sea level, 

The Sea of Galilee, center of so much turmoil for 
ages, is also the land of Jesus, As related in the National 
Geographic book Everyday Life in Bible Times, Jesus 
moved from his childhood home at nearby Nazareth to 
Capernaum on the northern edge of Galilee, 

A hill overlooking the water is the traditional site of 
feeding the 5,000 -- the miracle ofthe loaves and fishes, 

The Sermon on the Mount is believed to have been 
delivered from still another height along the lake, The 
message of peace and love was delivered beside waters 
that have witnessed so much violence,

It has a full executive 
again with Don Hunt as pre= 
sident, Del Larsen as treae 
surer, Mrs, Joan Cooley 
as secretary, Lloyd Hopkins 
as soccer director and Eric 
Gibbs as soccer house 
league manager, 

There {is one other exe= 
cutive member, one whose 
duties and titles have never 
really been defined, Actually, 
the duties mean just about 
anything nobody else is 
handling and the title has 
been pretty well boiled down 
to executive vice-president 
and general joe boy. The 
position is held by Mrs, 
Lloyd Hopkins, 

The organization is again 
opening its eyes wide, scan- 
ning abroader horizon 
When the late Wim Netelen- 
bos and Fred Deluca founded 
the organization {n 1962, it 
was concernedprimarlily 
with soccer. Later, how- 
ever, it got into boxing, 
fencing, judo, track and 
field, football and hockey. 

Then {t ran intodark days 
and when the pleces stopped 
fr}ing, only soccer was left, 
back almost to the stage it 
was when Mr. Netelenbos 
and Mr, Deluca first trotted 
a group of boys on to the 
pitch beside Vital Grandin 
School, 

But now, with little money 
but lots of spirit, the club 


has picked up the pleces and 
again has plans. 

“We want to do some~ 
thing for the girls,’’ Mrs. 
Hopkins says, “so we're 
considering softball We 
started table tennis for them 


last winter but ended up with 


a lot of boys taking it, too, ’’ 

The table tennis program, 
started in January proved so 
successful, in fact, that it
